To  the  Mayor,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  second  Annual  Report  which 
covers  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1949. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  operation  in  mid  1948 
so  that  this  report  covers,  for  the  first  time,  a period  during  the  whole 
of  which  the  Act  was  in  force  and  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  2/50,  a review  of  the  working  of  the  arrangements  made 
by  the  Cheshire  County  Council  for  those  sections  under  Part  111.  of  the 
Act,  is  included. 

There  has  been  more  time  to  observe  the  results  of  the  changes 
brought  about  by  the  various  sections  of  the  Act,  which  related  to 
Diphtheria  Immunisation,  Ambulance  Service  and  Infectious  Diseases  only, 
in  this  Borough.  There  was  a period  during  the  year  when  the  numbti 
of  Infectious  Diseases  beds  was  reduced  to  a dangerously  low  level,  a 
state  of  affairs  which  might  have  had  serious  consequences  in  the  event 
of  an  epidemic  and  which  throughout  the  county  as  a whole  caused 
some  concerfi  regarding  the  hospitalisation  of  infantile  paralysis  cases. 
Cases  from  this  Borough  are  admitted  to  Hyde  I.D.  Hospital,  which  was 
administered  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  that  town  until  he 
was  replaced  by  a General  Physician  from  the  Lake  Hospital,  appointed 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  This  is,  I think,  a retrograde  step,  as 
I feel  it  is  essential  for  the  Med  cal  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  dealing 
withprevention  of  disease,  to  be  in  charge  of  those  beds  to  which  cases 
of  infectious  disease  are  admitted. 

The  preventive  services  of  this  country  have  played  a considei- 
aole  part  in  wiping  out  completely  such  diseases  as  plague  and  typhus, 
and  m reducing  the  number  of  cases  of  typhoid,  smallpox  and  diphtheria 
to  a very  low  level  indeed  and  yet  these  services  have,  in  the  last  eighteen 
months,  become  the  Cinderella  of  the  Act.  The  General  Practitioner  and 
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Hospital  services,  being  curative  and  spectacular  in  the  public  eye,  have 
ascended  to  such  heights  that  they  have  overshadowed  almost  completely 
(but  I hope  only  temporarily)  those  of  Public  Health  and  I,  think  there 
is  still  much  work  to  be  done  in  bringing  about  a closer  liaison  between 
the  three  services  in  the  interests  of  patient,  doctor  and  hospital  alike. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  Committee  was  deprived  of  the  Chair- 
manship of  Alderman  Ashton  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year  through 
illness,  an  illness  which  was  prolonged,  and  it  is  with  regret  that  while 
compiling  this  report,  it  has  proved  fatal.  Alderman  Ashton  showed  a 
great  interest  in  the  Public  Health  side  of  Local  Government,  doing  a 
great  deal  of  work  for  this  department,  and  our  sympathy  is  extended 
to  all  his  relatives  and  friends. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman, 
Deputy  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  for  all  the  help  and 
encouragement  they  have  given  me  and  also  Mr.  Buckley  and  Miss  Heaton 
for  their  most  invaluable  help  so  willingly  and  cheerfully  given.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES. 

Dukinfield  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  River  Tame  which 
forms  its  northern  and  western  boundary.  The  most  populated  part  of 
the  town  lies  to  the  northwest,  where  the  river  changes  its  direction  arid 
runs  southwards.  The  town  itself  is  mainly  situated  on  gradually  sloping 
ground  but  the  eastern  end  of  the  town,  which  is  mainly  rural  in  character 
rises  to  a height  of  700  feet.  The  sub-soil  is  in  some  places  loamy  clay 
and  in  others  sand  stone  and  the  outcrop  the  Permian  system.  Under- 
neath there  are  some  coal  measures  but  these  are  not  worked. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

There  is  very  little  unemployment  in  the  town  to-day,  the  figures 
from  the  Ministry  of  Labour  showing  that  no  more  than  50  persons  have 
been  unemployed  at  any  ond  time  during  the  last  four  years  and  of  these, 
it  is  estimated  that  about  75%  are  disabled  persons.  Although  accurate 
figures  of  the  number  of  married  women  working  in  industry  are  not 
obtainable  nevertheless  the  impression  gained — particularly  from  the 
applications  for  vacancies  at  the  Factory  and  Day  Nurseries  in  the  area — 
is  that  a large  number  are  thus  occupied. 

The  inhabitants  in  the  Borough  are  mainly  engaged  in  industry, 
which  consists  of  cotton  manufacturing,  engineering,  boiler  making,  rope 
manufacturing,  wagon  repairing,  soap  works,  dye  works  and  an  electric 
accumulator  works.  Dairy  farming  is  carried  on  in  the  15  farms  which 
are  mainly  situated  in  the  rural  part  of  the  town. 

There  is  a great  deal  of  property  in  the  town  which  would  have 
been  dealt  with,  had  it  not  been  for  the  shortage  of  new  houses  in  which 
the  tenants  could  be  re-housed.

BIRTH  RATE. 


There  were  291  live  births  in  the  Borough  during  die  year  of  which 
160  were  males  and  131  females.  This  gives  a birth  rate  of  15.78  which 
is  lower  than  that  of  England  and  Wales.  As  indicated  in  Table  I. 
there  has  been  a gradual  decline  in  the  number  of  births  during  the  last 
three  years  and  the  present  figure  appears  to  indicate  a return  to  a pre- 
1942  rate. 


DEATH  RATE. 

The  death  rate  of  12.87  is  the  fifth  lowest  recorded  in  the  town 
during  the  past  20  years  and  is  appreciably  lower  than  last  year’s  figure 
of  15.29.  An  analysis  of  the  causes  of  death,  inTable  V,  shows  that  heart 
disease  continues  to  head  the  list,  being  responsible  for  62  deaths  during 
the  year  ; cancer  and  other  malignant  diseases  were  second  in  importance 
(34  deaths),  followed  by  intracranial  vascular  lesions  (24  deaths).  There 
were  no  fatal  road  traffic  accidents  during  the  year  and  of  the  deaths  due 
to  violent  causes,  2 were  due  to  accidents  in  the  home. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  8 male  deaths  and  5 female  deaths,  making  a total  of 
13  deaths  in  children  under  1 year  of  age,  which  gives  an  infantile 
mortality  rate  of  44.6.  This  figure  is  almost  double  the  record  figure  of 
1948,  which  may  be  accounted  for,  partly,  by  the  fall  in  the  birth  rate 
as  compared  with  last  year’s  figure.  An  analysis  of  the  infantile  deaths 
shows  that  4 babies  died  in  the  first  month  of  life,  3 of  them  being 
premature  births  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  all  the  deaths  occurred 
in  children  in  the  first  8 months  of  life.  The  children  who  died  under  3 
months,  in  the  main,  died  from  a condition  produced  at  the  birth. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  Borough  during  1949.  * 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


There  were  no  epidemics  of  major  importance  during  the  yeai 
although  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  increased  to  251.  There  were 
2 cases  of  diphtheria  one  of  which,  a Dukinfield  patient  in  a mental 
hospital,  contracted  the  disease  and  died  in  that  hospital,  his  death  being 
transferred  back  to  this  authority.  I would  like  to  point  out  here  that 
the  scarlet  fever  cases  notified  have  almost  all  been  of  a mild  type  and 
there  is  no  doubt  that  this  disease  has  decreased  in  severity  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  be  less  incapacitating  than  the  common  cold,  in  most  instances. 
Nevertheless,  I think  there  is  need  for  prompt  treatment  and  sufficient 
isolation  in  these  cases,  especially  in  order  to  prevent  complications  arising. 
There  was  only  one  death  among  the  cases  of  the  common  infectious 
diseases,  such  as  measles,  whooping  cough, scarlet  fever,  the  highest 
mortality  figure  being  in  the  tuberculosis  group  where  9 deaths  occurred. 
There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS., 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  one  less  than  the  previous  year. 
There  is  at  the  present  time  a great  demand  for  sanatoria  beds  throughout 
the  country  but  on  investigating  the  position  in  Dukinfield  I find  that  no 
case  requiring  hospital  treatment  has  had  to  wait  longer  than  12  weeks 
in  this  area.  Three  patients  waited  for  three  months  for  a bed,  one  for 
two  months,  and  the  remaining  patients  anything  from  a few  days  to  a 
month.  Three  families  in  which  there  was  a case  of  tuberculosis  were  re- 
housed during  the  year. 


MILK  SAMPLES.

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DENTAL  TREATMENT. 


In  February  the  whole-time  School  Dental  Officer  resigned  from 
the  CoVijtity  Service  and  since  that  date  we  have  had  the  services  of  a 
part-time  Dental  Officer  who  puts  in  one  session  per  week  in  the  Staly- 
bndge  area  and  one  session  per  week  in  the  Dukinfield  area.  During 

this  session  she  deals  with  both  school  children  and  mothers  and  young 

children  under  five  so  it  will  be  appreciated  the  amount  of  time  available 
as  far  as  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  are  concerned  is  very  limited 
indeed,  a most  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  which  is  partly  reflected  in 
the  number  of  ante-natal  and  post-natal  cases  receiving  treatment. 

It  is  felt  that  given  a full-time  Dental  Officer  a vigorous  attempt 
could  be  made  to  increase  the  numbers  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
and  children  under  five  attending.  It  is  these  groups  for  whom  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  lays  down  priority  treatment  and  it  is  regret- 
table that  much  harm  is  being  done  to  these  patients,  and  to  school 

children,  by  the  drift  of  dental  officers  into  private  practice.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 


Vaccinations  and  Immunisations  are  carried  out  at  the  School  Clinic, 
Dukinfield,  and  the  Mechanics’  Institute,  Stalybridge,  or,  if  the  parent  so 
wishes,  by  the  patient’s  own  practitioner  who  can  claim  a fee  on  notification. 
It  was  felt  that  the  percentage  of  children  protected  against  Diphtheria 
was  too  low  and  an  intensive  effort  has  been  and  still  is  being  made  to 
improve  on  the  figures.  A start}  was  made  on  visiting  schools  in  order  to 
give  booster  doses  and  during  the  year  the:,  Committee  recommended  that 
Whooping  Cough  vaccine!  be  made  available  for  those  mothers  who  wished 
it  to  be  given  along  with  the  Diphtheria  vaccine.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE.

The  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield  Divisional  Elealth  Committee  are 
only  responsible  for  administering  the  ambulance  service  in  the  Staly- 
bridge part  of  the  Division  ; the  Hyde  Divisional  Health  Committee 
provide  the  service  in  Dukinfield.  This  is  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
prior  to  the  5th  July,  1948,  the  Stalybridge  Corporation  administered 
their  own  arftbulance  service  but  Dukinfield  was  serviced  by  the  Hyde 
Joint  Ambulance  Committee.  With  a view  to  eliminating  divided  res- 
possibility  , for  this  service  within  the  Division  and  in  the  interests  of 
economy  and  efficiency  it  was  decided  to  seek  a meeting  with  the 
Ambulance  Sub-Committee  of  the  Hyde  Divisional  Health  Committee 
with  the  object  of  the  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield  Divisional  Health 
Committee  assuming  responsibility  fpr  the  administration  of  the 
ambulance  service  in  the  Dukinfield  part  of  the  Division  but  the  County 
Health  Committee  decided  that  representatives  of  each  Divisional  Health 
Committee  should  meet  under  an  independent  chairman.  This  meeting 
was  held  at  Hyde  in  November  and  the  result  and  the  decisions  arising 

out  of  that  joint  meeting  will  be  referred  to  in  our  next  Annual  Report.

NURSING  SERVICES. 

The  County  Council  have  agreed  to  provide  a house  for  a District 
Nurse  in  I the  Dukinfield  area  and  a site  has  been  chosen  for  this  purpose. 
In  Stalybridge,  following  representations  by  the  Divisional  Efealth  Com- 
mittee, two  midwives  were  housed  in  houses  provided  by  the  Stalybridge 
Corporation. 

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE. 

The  main  work  in  this  section  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
has  been  (a)  the  provision  of  nursing  equipment  which  can  be  had  on 
loan  for  patients  who  are  being  nursed  at  home,  and  (b)  devoted  to  the 
problem  of  those  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 

A certain  amount  of  equipment  had  to  be  purchased  and  two 
depots  were  set  up — one  at  the  Ambulance  Depot,  Stalybndge,  and  the 
other  at  the  Office  of  the  Authorised  Officer  in  Russell  Street,  Dukinfield. 
This  equipment  is  in  addit.on  u>  that  held  by  the  District  Nurses  and  is 
issued  out  on  loan  on  payment  of  a small  deposit  or  on  payment  of 
weekly  subscriptions.  With  the  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  these 
facilities  the  demands  by  the  public  have  gradually  increased  to  such  an 
extent  thatf  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  augment  the  original  stocks. 

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  review  the  Tuberculosis 
Registers  of  both  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield.  To  this  end  the  Health 
Visitors  in  both  districts,  who  are  responsible  for  visiting  Tuberculosis 
patients,  carried  out  a programme  of  visiting  over  a period  of  six  months 
and  during  this  time  each  case  was  investigated.  Housing  accommodation 
for  families  in  which  there  was  a*  patient  suffering  from  tuberculosis  was 
provided  by  Stalybridge  M.B.  and  Dukinfield  M.B.  in  7 cases. 
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Advice  was  given  through  the  authorised  Officer  to  two  families 
in  which  there  were  mentally  defective  children  who  were  incapable  of 
walking.  As  a result  of  this  help,  wheel  chairs  have  been  provided  by 
the  Ministry  of  Pensions  through  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 


DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

This  Service  was  begun  in  the  Division  in  March  when  three 
whole-time  Elome  Helps  were  appointed.  The  work  has  grown  consider- 
ably since  that  date  with  the  result  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  increase 
the  staff  to  four  full-time  Helps  and  seven  part-time  Helps  ; the  latter 
work  on  a casual  basis.  While  the  prior  call  on  the  service  is  for  mothers 
with  children  who  are  confined  or  sick  at  home  we  are  finding  that  a 
large  percentages  of  the  case5  (55%)  dealt  with,  are  chronic  sick,  sickness 
cases  and  aged  people.  This  state  of  affairs  will  probably  continue  as 
long  as  the  shortage  of  hospital  beds  and  Part  III.  Accommodation  tfor 
these  cases  continues.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1949. 


To  the  Mayor  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Dukinfield. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1949. 


As  in  previous  years,  a considerable  number  of  complaints  arose 
from  the  old  cottage  property  in  the  town.  These  complaints  consist 
mainly  of  general  defects  to  roofs  and  eavesgutters,  broken  and  decayed 
plastering,  and  blocked  drainage.  Considerable  delay  is  often  experienced 
by  property  repairers  having  to  await  delivery  of  wooden  guttering,  yet 
on  the  whole  the  majority  of  owners,  property  repairers  and  contractors 
in  the  town  are  anxious  to  co-operate  with  the  department. 

On  inspection  of  the  houses  in  the  town  it  is  not  often  that 
verminous  conditions  are  encountered  and  it  is  on  ly  in  rare  cases  that 
such  conditions  are  reported  to  the  office.  This  may  be  due  to  the  in- 
creased use  of  preparations  containing  D.D.T.  and  Gammexane. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  Dr.  T.  Holme  the  Medical  Officer  and  Miss  E.  Heaton  for 
their  invaluable  help  to  me  during  the  past  year.

ANTHRAX  ORDER  1938. 


An  outbreak  of  Anthrax  was  suspected  in  seven  pigs  but  Veterinary 
examination  proved  that  Anthrax  did  not  exist. 

SWINE  FEVER  ORDER  OF  1938. 

No  case  of  Swine  Fever  was  reported  during  the  year. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

One  full-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  this  department. 
Of  the  375  houses  surveyed  during  the  year,  in  84  cases  rats  were  found 
and  91  premises  were  successfully  treated.  69  cases  of  mice  infestation 
were  investigated,  with  65  successful  treatments. 

During  the  year,  the  sewers  in  the  town  have  been  successfully 
treated.
